The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a longitudinal double- 
mode SAW filter comprising each of the specifically recited features, and especially 
having the recited relationship of the "lengths... of periodically arranging parallel 
conductors of said first and second interdigital transducers" and "periodically arranging 
the reflectors" (see paragraph 10 of claim 1), and having "electrode finger phase 
weighting" that generates the "electrode charge distribution function" "on the electrode 
due to natural modes of oscillation" and "to select a single pair of natural modes..." as 
recited (seethe last paragraph of claim 1). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

Inoue et al. U.S. 6,570,471 discloses a SAW ladder filter wherein the single 
interdigital transducer of the SAW resonators has phase reversed electrode fingers to 
provided phase weighting of the transducers.
